HE United States Government 
has served an ultimatum on 
Panama notifying her that the 
time has arrived to vacate the 
territory awarded to Costa Rica by 
the arbital decision of the late Chief 
Justice White.

It is probable that a little 
more curl leaf developed on account 
of this fact than would have develop- 
ed had the spraying been done a 
few weeks earlier. However, results 
were so striking that the data gather- 
ed from this experiment is well 
worth publishing, 

The work of spraying was done 
with a power outfit, giving a pressure 
of approximately 200 pounds. A 
spray gun was used instead of the 
rod and ordinary nozzles. 

The fungicides used were Sherwmn- 
Williams dry lime-sulfur and Orchard 
Brand liquid lime-sulfur. No analyses 
were made, but materials were taken 
from origina®-unopened containers. 

Check Trees 

Check trees were left for com- 
parsion in two parts of the orchard. 
In one case two Sims and a Phillips 
tree were left without spraying, and 
in another patt of the orchard two 
Sims and a Salway. In additton to 
these two trees not of the Sims 
variety, there were probably one- 
half dozen other Phillips trees scat- 
tered here and there throughout the 
Sims block. 

Results 
of the trees in Experr- 

developed curl leaf to 
any extent. On nearly every tree a 
very few twigs might be found 
which showed slight infection of 
the disease. This was probably due 
to missing by the spray-men or pos- 
sibly to the fungus having gotten in 
before the spraying was done. The 
percentage of infested leaves in this 
experiment did not exceed one or 
two per cent. 

2. In the second experiment, prob- 
ably as much as 20 per cent of the 
foliage showed infection by the fun- 
gus. Unsatisfactory commercial 
control resulted from this test, but 
absolutely no difference could be 
seen between the effects of liquid 
lime-sulfur, one gallon to 20 gallons 
of water and dry lime-sulfur, two 
pounds to 20 gallons of water. 

8. Considerably more curl leaf 
was noticeable in the trees sprayed 
with one gallon to 30 gallens jot 
liquid and two pounds to 30° gallons 
of dry than in the previous experi- 
ment, but again a very careful ex- 
amination of all sprayed trees failed

Salway showed almost absolute re- 
sistance, as there was only a mere 
trace of the disease noticed tn the 
case of this tree, 

While conclusions must not be 
drawn hastily from the results of 
this single experiment in the contro! 
of curl leaf, one would not feel justi- 
fied in recommending the liquid lime 
sulfur to be guperior in fungicidal 
value to the dry material in solution, 
or vice versa, 

The claim of the manufacturers of 
dry lime-sulfur that certain organic 
material used in its manufacture 
adds to its value as a _ fungicide, 
seems to be borne out by this test.

In other words, the value of the 
dry lime-sulfur material apparently 
does not depend upon sulfur con- 





tent alone, but something else which 
may compensate for the reduction in 
the amount of this material, thus 
rendering the as effective 
the liquid.

GOWN WORN BY JOHN WESLEY 


English Wesleyan Body Receives Gift | 


ef Robe That Belonged to Found- 

er ef Methodism. 

The Wesleyan Methodist Connexion 
has just received from one of Its lead- 
ing laymen a gown that belonged to 
the founder of Methodism, according 
to the London Daily News. John Wes- 
ley died in 1791, so that the garment 
is more than 130 years old.

It is claimed that the gown was a 
preaching gown, but it Is very dis- 
similar to the ecclesiastical garment 
that, according to authentic records, 
John Wesley wore in the pulpit. This 
one possesses an ordinary sleeve, and, 
generally speaking, it seems to accord 
with the style of a black study-gown. 
The donor of the gown has also pre- 
sented a pair of slippers belonging to 
Wesley. These are in good condition, 
and are of the kind that be would 
wear in his study. 

Wesley, of course, traveled through- 
out Great Britain and Ireland in all 
weathers on his preaching tours, and 
it was suggested that he wore this 
heavy gown as a protection against 
atmospheric conditions. 

The Wesley museum contains a 
large number of interesting relics of 
John and Charles Wesley. It possesses 
the study chair of John, and presently, 
as a gift from the donor of the gown, 
Charles Wesley's study chair will be 
placed there. 

A large proportion of the visitors to 
the museum come from the overseas 
dominions and the United States, 
where the interest In all that relates 
to the early history of Methodism is 
very keen. 


HERB FARMS TO BE COMMON 


Comparatively New Branch of Horti- 
culture Is Becoming Popular 
in England.

Herb farming Is a new branch of 
horticulture, writes A, R. Horwood 
F. L. S., in the Homeopathic World. 
It is an Interesting and intellectual 
pursuit specially suited for women. 

Before the war there were numerous 
herb farms run on commercial lines 
by firms of manufacturing chemists. 
But there were no schools for the 
training of amateurs, Since the war, 
however, a school and herb farm has 
been started at Chalfont St. Peter, 
Buckinghamshire, by Mrs. M. Grieve, 
F. R. H. 8. 

One of the main objects of herb 
farming 1s to cultivate plants of medi- 
cinal value. Besides the drug plants 
in general use, such as belladonna, 
henbane, fox-glove, aconite, datura 
and go op, a vast number of herbs 
whose real value is known are used 
in medicine, including such common 
plants as dandelion, couch grass, red 
poppy, colchicum, barberry, chamomile, 
dill, fennel, blessed thistle, valerian 
and male fern.

| SAYS WAR HELPED RELIGION | 


Big Fight Made Soldiers Better Men, 
Ig Assertion Made by Man Who 
Knows Them, 

The American soldier came out of 
the war with more religion than he 


sell Talbot, canon of the National 
cathedral at Washington, who arises 
to defend the doughboy from the libel 
that the “war ruined him.” 


ring to the the Stars and 
Stripes states. 

Canon Talbot was senior chaplain of 
the First division of the American ex- 
peditionary forces. In a communica- 
tion to national headquarters of the 
American Legion at Indianapolis he 
admits the American, as he saw him 
in France, was “uncommonly timid in 
the exercise of his religion. He was 
frightened at his own religious shadow 
or he might have been grossly ignor- 
ant of the content and practice of his 
religion.” 

But as the First division’s senior 
chaplain, the canon was in charge of 
all the private belongings of the 1,800 
Americans killed in the ten days’ fight- 
ing in the Argonne, and in nine out of 
every ten of the men’s kits found a 
crucifix, scapular, prayerbook or testa- 
ment. “And in those days,” Canon 
Talbot writes, “the First division was 
not carrying anything it did not deem 
essential.’ 

“There was a kind of collectivism 
which outruns the ordinary standards 
of honesty,” declares the canon, “but 
underneath there was implicit, if not 
explicit, reverence for the Son of 
Man.” 


REVEAL THEIR ARMY TRAINING 


Ex-Service Men Instinctively Line Up 
When a Crowd Is Waiting to 
Be Served.

Varying Strength of Sunlight 

There is practically no such thing 
as overlighting, writes J. H. Kurlan- 
der, in describing for the General Sci- 
ence Quarterly a series of tests made 
by the lighting service department of 
the Edison lamp works, He adds: “In- 
vestigation of places which are said to 
| be overlighted will usually show that, 
‘if anything, they are glaringly under- 
lighted.” 

These tests showed that sunlight in 
an open field measures 8.{%)-foot can- 
dle power (which means that it gives 
the illumination that would be given 
by 8.000 candles a foot distant). Sun- 
light in a street between buildings 
measures 3,000-foot candles, Shadow 
in a street between buildings measures 
300; under a tree in the open, 500. The 
light op an office desk next to a south 
wnaee has an Intensity of 110-foot 
candles; one ten feet in, 70, and one 
18 feet In, 50.
